WASHINGTON, Aug. 18. — Re- 


porting to President Coolidge thie 
afternoon, Chairman John Hays 
Hammond and George Otis Smith of 
the United States Coal Commission 


formally notified him that negotia- 
tions between anthracite miners and 
operators would be resumed Monday 
in Atlantic City and the commission 
believes a strike will be avoided. 

The conference with the President 
wag brief. Followiig ® the com- 
missioners issued a statement, say- 
ing the proceedings at Atlantic City 
would be closely watched and if the 
differences were not composed the 
Government would intercede, “fix 
what it believes to be the responsi- 
bility and make such recommenda- 
tions as under the circumstances and 
law it may deem appropriate.” 

Contmission’s Report. 

This warning that the commission 
would again act if the disputants 
fail to agree was contained in the 
following report left with President 
Coolidge. 

“The United States Coal Commis- 
sion, in the discharge of what it 
believed to be its function, - having 
obtained knowledge that the confer- 
ence between the operators and min- 
ers in the anthracite regio had 
come to a deadloek and that nego- 
tiations had been discontinued upon 
the 27th day of July, 1923, and that 
no steps have been taken by either 
party to reconvene the conferenre, 
requested the parties thereto to ap- 
pear before the commission at the 
Pennsylvania Hotel in the City of 
New York on Wednesday, Algus? 15 
at 3 o'clock p. m.- 

“At said date and hour the par- 
tles appeared and the commiasion 
took up with them in turn In execu- 
tive session the condition which 
caused the deadlock and the ques- 
tion in controversy.” 

(Here the commision included the 
letters given out Friday in New York 
and which were exchanged between 4 
ths comniission and the operators 
and miners.) 

“The commission does not believe 
it would be in the public intereat, or 
helpful in the negotiations about to 
be resumed at Atlantic City, for i 
to report the details of the .state- 
ments made by the several parties 
before it in conference.

“Will Fix Responsibility.” 

“The commission ventures to ex~ 
press the hope that a prompt agree 
ment at Atlantic City may render 
unnecessary any further report on 
this subject, but if there shall be a 
failure to negotiate a new contract 
at Atlantic City before Aug. 31 or a 
failure to agree upon some method 
of keeping the mines open until a 
contract shall have been agreed up- 
on, the commission will report the 
facts, fix what it belleves to be the 
responsibility and make such recom- 
mendations to you as under the cir- 
cumstances and the law it may deem 
appropriate. In the meantime, if 
the reports received from Atlantic 
City shall lead the committee to the 
conclusion that an emergency report 
is necessary. the same will be 
promptly made.”’ 

Chairman Hammond said, as he

SCRANTON, Pa., Aug. 18.—Fol- 
lewing an operation performed yes- 
terday, Mrs. Marie Wainwright, na- 
tive of Philadelphia and one of the 
foremost actresses of a generation 
ago, died today.

Mrs. Wainwright, who was. 67 
years old and known on the stage 
as Marie Wainwright, came to 
Scranton two weeks ago to visit her 
cousin, Dr. J. M. Wainwright.

Only Three Seats Uncontested— 
Sister of Michael Collins 
Runs in Dublin.

DUBLIN, Aug. 18.—The nomina- 


tions for the Free State parliamen- 
tary elections furnish no surprises. 
On the average, there are less than 
three candidates for each of the 158 
seats, grouped in 30 constituencies. 

The Republicans carried out their 
decision to increese their list of can- 
didates and these number more than 
80. BKach candidate was required to 
deposit £100 ($500), but the Repub- 
licans did this seemingly without 
difficulty. 

The only constituency uncontested 
is that of Trinity College, where the 
three present members, Sir James 
Craig and Professors Alton and 
Thrift, are not opposed. There are 
ohly two instances of double candi- 
dacies—Professor John McNeill, 
Minister of Education, standing for 
Clare as well as the national uni- 
versity, .and Dr. Michael Hayes, 
Speaker of the Dail, for Dublin City 
south and the national university. 

Michael Collins’ Sister Runs. 

The Republicans put forward two 
candidates for the three national 
university seats in Professor Stock- 
ley, one of the present members 
and Prof. Hugh Ryan. Michael Col- 
lins’ sister, Mrs. O'Driscoll, is a can- 
didate for Dublin City north. She 
is an ardent supporter of the Free 
State. 

Joseph McGrath, Minister of La- 
bor, had announced his tntention of 
retiring from public life, but under 
pressure from President Cosgyave 
consented to. nomination for North 
Mayo in opposition to Patrick Rut- 
ledge, Deputy of Eamonn de Valera 
and now “Acting President of the 
Rapublic.”’ 

In Waterford, Mrs. Cathal Brou- 
gha, widow of the Sinn Fein Min- 
ister ,of Defense, killed after the 
Four Courts fighting in 1921, is the 
only Republican candidate consid- 
ered to have a good chance of suc- 
ness. Maj. Redmond, son of the Irish 
constitutionalist leader, also is ex- 
pected to secure an electoral quota 
in Waterford. 

Nineteen candidates were nomi- 
nated for the eight seats in Donegal, 
16 for the four seats in Cavan, and 
18 are contesting the Leitrim-Sligo 
ronstituency, of which six are Gov- 
ernment supporters, five Republic- 
ans, five farmers, one laborite and 
one independent.

speeches. 

“Dr. Saxe” Speaks. 

The first to epeak was “Dr. 
Saxe” of St.-Louis, who told of the 
alleged power of the Klan, the 
Klian’s motives, and of his hope that 
none but public schools would soon 
be tolerated. He protested against 
anyone holding too much allegiance 
to the “spaghetti eaters in Rome.” 
He was followed by Oliver P. Bel- 


spent most of his time speaking 
against Catholicism. Charles E. 
Coon, organizer of the Collinsville 
Klan, told how one might join the 
organization, after which cards for 
membership application were passed 
out.

tion. Their representatives have put it into the 
Constitution and the statutes, but the people have 
not put it into practice. Whether they ever will is 
for the future to disclose. It is patent, however, 
thet public opinion does not regard violators of the 
prohibition laws as persons to be treated as “dan- 
gerous lunatics’ or “‘violent prisoners” and it will 
be a tragic day in our history if the Government 
ever undertakes so to misuse its powers.

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METAPHYSICAL REASONING. 
ET me give two examples of metaphysical 

[ cessonins. We have an idea of an omnip- 

otent. all-good and perfect being. We 
are incapable, knowing as we do only imper- 
fect things, of framing such an idea for our- 
selves. sb) it must have been given us by the 
being himself. And perfection must include 
existence, so God must exist. This was good 
enough for Anselm and Descartes, who went 
on to build a whole closely concatenated philo- 
sophical system on this foundgtion. To them 
the logic seemed irrefragable; to the modern 
student of comparative religion, even to Kant, 
himself a metaphysician, there was nothing 
whatsoever in it but an illustration of the na- 
tive operations of a mind that has de a 
wholly gratuitous hypothesis and is victimized 
by an orderly series of spontaneous associa- 
tions. 

A second example of metaphysics may be 
found in the doctrines of the Eleatic philoso- 
phers who appeared in the Greek colonies on 
the coast of Italy, and thought hard about 
space and motion. Empty space seemed as 
good as nothing and, as nothing could not be 
said to exist, space must be an illusion; and 
as motion implied space in which to take 
place, there could be no motion. So ail things 
were really perfectly compact and at rest, and 
all our impressions of change were the illu- 
sions of the thoughtless and the simple-mind- 
ed. Since one of the chief satisfactions of the 
metaphysicians ise to get away from the welter 
of our mutable world into a realm of aseur- 
ance, this doctrine exercised a great fascina- 
tion over many minds. The Eleatic sconvic- 
tion of unchanging stability received a new 
form in Plato’s doctrine of eternal “ideas” and 
later developed into the comforting conception 
of the “Absolute,” in which logical and world- 
weary souls have sought refuge from the times 
of Plotinus to those of Josiah Royce.

Because the 
fronds of Macrozamia contain a 
poison which causes paralysis in 
cattle feeding upon it, the ranchers 
of Australia have warred upon it to 
exterminate it, and so nearly have 
they succeeded that the four speci- 
mens in Missouri Gardens May now 
be the only plants of the species ieft 
on the earth. These wre snatched 
from the burning—or the poisoning, 
for the plant is killed by chopping 
a notch in the trunk, then boring a 
hole to the center and filling it with 
arsenic. 

The director of the gardens told 
me he had heard of the approach- 
ing end of this ol4 form and send- 
ing to Australia, was se fortunate 
as to get what may prove to be the 
last four survivors of the race. This 
may be too late to save them for the 
future. How under glass and in a

herewith will be of special interest. 
It has been tried and proven and ac- 
cording to H. J. Marx, of the Radio 
Digest, excellent results have been 
obtained. 


a specially constructed variometer, 
an explanatory “close up” of which 
is shown in Figure 2, with necessary 
details and measurements given. The 
results obtainable with any receiv- 
ing set depend largely upon the ef- 
ficiency of the tuning unit, and it is 
important that the instructions be 
followed carefully in order to gvoid 
disappointment when the set is final- 
ly completed and given its first try 
out. 

The primary circuit of the tuner, 
as in the old form of ,.Meinartz, is 
controlled by a tap switch which 
varies the number of turns in use, 
while the grid circuit is controlled 
by the variation of the self-induction 
similar to the variometer in the so- 
called two-variometer circuit. 


The primary winding starts with 
12 turns tapped every turn. Nine 
turns are then wound with taps, and 
after leaving a half-inch space, nine 
more untapped turns are wound. 
The end of this winding 
nected with the winding on the 
rotor, either by means of,a pigtall 
braid, or through the rotor shaft. 

The rotor winding consists of two 
scts of nine turns each, wound with 
No. 22 dad. c. c. wire not. separated 
by spacing thread.

All taps should 
be staggered around the tube so that 
sufficient clearage may be had for 
making soldered connections leading 
to the contact points of the two 
switches. The leads should run di- 
rect without crossing or touching. 

Fiber, bakelite, or even cardboard 
tubing can be used for the large 
tube. 

Number 18 double cotton covered 
wire is used, and in winding, a spac- 
ing cord (any light weight string or 
heavy thread) is kept between each 
turn of wire. Another method is to 
wind No. 20 bare copper wire right 
next to, and beside the No. 18— 
winding them together. When fin- 
ished and the tube and windings ars 
given a coat of collodion, and when 
this is dry, the bare wire is removed, 
leaving the insulated winding fixed 
in position with eve nspaces, giving a 
minimum of between-turns capacity 
in the coil.

In the death of President Harding, 
radio lost a good friend. He was one 
of the first officials of the Govern- 
ment to turn radio fan when, fol- 
lowing the first radio conference in 
1822, the attention of the country 
was turned toward the new method 
of entertainment. The set built for 
his use in the White House was the 
last word in reception, but, while he 
liked to “play” with it, he had but 
little time to devote to amusement 
and found himself for a long time 
unable to cope with the interference 
which prevailed when there was but 
one wave length for broadcasting. 

In many ways the President 
evinced his interest in radio. He 
gladly accepted the invitation  ex- 
tended to him by the National Press 
Club of Washington to attend the 
exercises incident ta the “christen- 
ing’ of its receiving set, and while 
the music and speeches which were 
to have been broadcasted from a 
near-by Government station espe- 
cially fafled to “‘come through” the 
President “stuck around” like the 
“good fellow” he always was, chat- 
ted with the members, of the club 
—which is composed of newspaper 
men—and gave them a little talk on 
the difficulties of being President 
which gave them much Inside dope 
on the great task which confronts 
the nation’s executive from day to 
day. 

While the faflure of Congress to 
pass the White radio bill kept radio 
from becoming an official subfect of 
consideration at the White House, 
Mr. Harding frequently expressed his 
interest in the matter and the hope 
that legislation could be enacted to 
eliminate interference, give the am- 
ateurs the privileges they desired 
and which he thought they were en- 
titled to, and put Radio on a con- 
crete foundation. 

President Harding was radio's 
friend. and the silencing of the 
broadcasting stations of the country 
was but a fitting mark of respect to 
a man who laid down his life for his 
country as surely as if he had died 
on the field of battle. No finer trib- 
ute could have been paid than the 
silencing of more than 5600 stations, 
quiet while the country ceased its 
activities and a hundred million peo- 
ple mourned.

these things brought me to a dread- 
ful state of mind, distrusting every- 
body and sorry for myself. No hon- 
ors conferred on a celebrity could 
have given greater pleasure than the 
church service gave two people, one 
deaf and the other blind and hun- 
gry for something good and helpful. 
The talk which I heard about Christ 
and Christianity was a greater ban- 
quet than any that was ever spread 
before the greatest man. >

pist who would like to do something 
for the blind would furnish radio 
sets to those who are less fortiinate 
than I.” 


RADIO A BOON TO LIGHT KEEPERS 


Radiophone communication be- 
tween light stations in isolated terri- 
tory has been found very successful 
by the Lighthouse Service, according 
to reports to the Department of 
Commerce. Complete stations were 
installed at Cape Sarichef and 
Scotch Cap Light Stations, Alaska. 
in 1921, and after overcoming some 
difficulties of operation during the 
first year, due to burnouts of the 
motor generator and wrecking of 
one of the steel antenna masts by a 
storm, Communication between the 
stations has continued uninterrupt- 
edly for the past year. 

The two stations are about 17 
miles apart. Keepers at both sta- 
tions have mastered the code, so as 
to be able to exchange messages 
with mall steamers, and have been 
able to communicate for a distance 
of 6 miles by voice and 165, miles 
in code. The telephone installation 
at thege stations consists of a type 
C. W. 936 short range radio telephone 
set, two three-quarter K. W. 82-volt 
Delco engine-driven generators, two 
70-ft. steel poles and the antenna 
and ground system.

Q. (1) I am making an Erla Re- 
flex set using a crystal detector. 
What distance can I get with this 
set during the winter? (2) What 
type of tube ia best for a detector? 
For an amplifier? (3) In making 4 
set using a varicoupler, two vario- 
meters and two variable condensers 
will radio frequency increase the vol- 
ume? (4) Will honey-comb coils be 
needed? G. T. 

A. (1) Too many factors enter 
into the operation of a receiving set 
to estimate, with any degree of accu- 
racy, the receiving range it will cov- 
er. An efficient Erla reflex set 
should, when connected to an out- 
door aerial, cover between 500 and 
800 miles in winter, under favorable 
atmospheric conditions, (2) A “soft” 
tube is best for use as a detector— 
(UV200, C-300). A “hard” tube 
(UV-201, UV-201-A, C-801, C-801-A, 
UV-199 and WD-12) make the best 
amplifiers. (8) Yes, if properly con- 
structed. (4) No. 

Q. (1) My tube is labeled 5 volts 
for the filament. Will it burn out if 
a 6 volt battery is used (2) Could 
a 6 volt ignition dry battery be used 
with this tube? M. MoN. 

A. (1) Not if a rheostat is con- 
nected in series with the tube. (2) 
Yes, but if the tube consumes more 
than .25 of an ampere, the life of 
the battery will be comparatively 
short: ’ 

Q. (1) Would a potentiometer im- 
prove the efficiency of an Erla re- 
flex set? (2) Would it take the 
place of a rheostat? H. 

A. (1) No. ‘(2) No. 

Q. Is New York City located in a 
radio “pocket?” H. M. 

A. We havenever heard that it Is, 
but the great amount of steel sur- 
rounding the broadcasting stations 
on Manhattan Island have a damp- 
ing effect on the signals they trans- 
mit. 

Q. The selectivity of my vario- 
coupler—twin-variometer receiving 
set is about the same as a single- 
circuit set. My aerial is 100 feet 
long, connected by a 26 foot lead-in. 
What oan be done to correct the 
difficulty? P. C. 


A. Try shortening your antenna 
about 26 or 80 feet. 


Q. (1) I have trouble in tuning 
in distant stations. Local stations 
come in very well, but distant ones 
are very weak, athough the carrier 
waves are audible. (2) Can you give 
me some pointers on tuning? W. B. 

A. (1) Your trouble may be due 
to too short an aerial, or an ineffi- 
cient aerial or apparatus. It is also 
possible that you are not yet familiar 
enough with the set to tune it sharp- 
ly. It requires a set that is almost 
one hundred per cent efficient to 
pick up distant stations during the 
summertime. (2) Ability to tune a 
oe set only comes with prac- 

ce. 


Q. Would a 48-plate vernier vari- 
able condenser be of any value in 
a crystal detector set? If so where 
should it be connected? C. D. 


A. A 483-plate variable condenser 
would perhaps help to make the tun- 
ing more sharp if connected ejther 
across the aerial and eround, Br in 
series with the aerial and but 
the vernier is of no value in @ crys- 
tal set. 


Q. (1) Could I load my single-cir- 

cult set having a normal range up to 
600 meters, so that I could receive 
signals transmitted on 25,000 meters 
by the addition of a honeycomb coil 
of the correct number of turns? (2) 
Is a loud-speaker which functions 
without batteries as satisfactory as 
one which requires batteries? (8) 
Could a small step-down transform- 
er connected to 110 volts alternating 
current be used to take the place of 
an “A” battery? W. R. T. 
. A. (1) No. To work up to 25,000 
meters, a long antenna and large 
honeycomb coils are required. (2) 
Yes, satisfactory for many people, 
but for very loud signals and great 
ampification, one which uses an ex- 
ternal battery is employed. (3) Not 
with any great degree of satisfac- 
tion. It hag been done, but ihe 
methods as very complicated, for the 
enthusiast, who has not had a great 
deal of experience in constructing 
radio apparatus. 


Class B Broadcasting Stations. |

Steve O'Grady 
LOS ANGELES, July 3.—Steve O’Grady, veteran 
hewspaper man, who had worked on leading news- 
papers in many sections of the country, died in the 


Genera] Hospital yesterday. 


He was forty-six years 


old and a native of Kansas City.—New York Tribune. 


We could say a good deal about dear old Steve; 
but we intend to print his little memorial mostly in 
his own words. It seems to us truly representative 


of life that a man who never had an enemy but him- 


telf while alive should in death find his own words 


his best friends. 


Just a word of explanation. One day in 1918 
Steve blew hilariously into the office of the Phila- 
delphia Evening Ledger and asked us if he might 
leave his suitcase under our desk. There it lay for 
the better part of two years, uncalled for; Steve 
himself having vanished, as was his way. When we 
left the Ledger, in 1920, we turned the case over to 
‘our side-kick Bart Haley, with the remark that some 
day Steve would turn up to claim it. 

In January, 1921, Steve appeared unexpectedly at 
the kennel of the Bowling Green. “Well. Steve,” we 
maid, “did you ever go and get that suitcase in the 
Ledger office?” His face changed and he looked at 
“sharply. “My God,” he said, “is that where it 


is?’’ 


A few days later we received the following letter, 
Which we print word for word.

: After midnight. 
With only a hard pencil between me and success, 
I sit in this lovely and quiet spot "that you 
and I love so well.

“They've taken it for commercial purposes,’ said 
the old lady, “but 706 here is run by a very fine 
lady, and she has a front room and I know she'll be 
glad to rent it to a nice young man like you.” 

“A nice young man?” I queried. ‘“‘How do you 
know I’m a nice young man?” 

I got the room, and from this great room (Inde- 
pendence Hall strikes 2) I write to you at this witch- 
ing hour. I am sober and keen and I have the suit- 
case and its contents—my mother’s picture (a rare 
one). numerous other pictures; autographed books; 
old books that I loved; a crucifix that I had carried 
for twenty years; a pair of scapulars that are sacred 
only to me; a copy of Thomas a Kempis that saved 
me from damnation when, tempted in the dark of 
the night in St. Louis many years ago, I read the 
pages that I needed by the light of a street lamp. 
This is a long story, Chris, but don’t forget the three 
apples that that horse ate and the greatest “chamber 
concert” that that coming young coloratura ever will 
render. 

I’ve stopped here to look out at the sacred ground 
—all is quiet—Mr. Cyrus H. K. Curtis seems to be 
staying up late—all the lights in his house are lit— 
and the old broken tree still stands at the S. W. cor- 
ner and commercialism not yet has cut down the 
bushes on our side of the street.

By CALVIN COOLIDGE, 
President of the United States. 


HE old ideal of educational institutions 

is that they are not for the private ad- 

vantage of the individual, but for the 

public welfare of the citizen. This ideal 

is old, but America has made a new ap- 

plication of it. Formerly there was an 

educated class. From among their 

membership were drawn the magistrates and the 

clergymen. It was their province to furnish instruc- 

tion and leadership for the people. They filled the 

pulpits, administered the offices. and conducted the 

schools. But in ovr country the ideal is no longer 

that of a high!y educated few, but of a broadly cu!- 

tured and «enlightened people. Education is no long- 

er the privilege of a class, but is recognized as a 
common duty necessary for all. 

The old idea of training a few for leadership has 
been superseded by the modern idea of universal 
education to increase national harmony and unity of 
action. This ideal has not yet been fully realized. 
nor can it be for a considerable length of time. With 
all! the resources with which America is endowed. 
they are not sufficient, as yet, to provide for all our 
inhabitants a liberal education, although they are 
sufficient and are providing a very general and 
increasingly broadening elementary training. This 
leaves somewhat of the old necessary duty of service 
and leadership imposed upon those who have been 
fortumate enough to secure the advantages of the 
higher institutions of learning. 

Broad as this class has now become, they are still 
the ones who have been selected to be foremost in 
advancing the cause and bearing the burdens of an 
enlightened civilization. They have come into the 
possession of an increased intellectual power. They 
have acquired training and skill that they might the 
better minister to the needs of humanity. It is this 
purpose lying behind all our endeavor for education 
that requires, first of all, that it should represent 
a moral training. It is not the skill of a Fagin that 
is sought, it is not the mere power to exist. but. 
rather, the wisdom of a Madam Curie. the enlight- 
ened disposition to serve. An education which does 
not accomplish this result is not a real education. 
It may provide a higher degree of ctnning. a more 
intensified selfishness, and may add another pre- 
hensile claw with which to lay hold of the things 
of the world. but unless it results in the cultiva- 


ranks of the master workmen. The skilled hand, the 
true eye, the designing mind, were all employed in 
preducing the useful and the beautiful. All the 
faculties had daily opportunity for expression in 


the common employments. 
These conditious were not without a marked effect 
on the character of those who came under their in-

tion of the higher nature, unless it strengthens the 
spiritual power, unless it develops into real char- 
acter, it will be without any final satisfaction. 

No doubt the need always exists for se!f-confi- 
dence. That is strengthened by an exact and schol- 
arly knowledge. But it is also desirable to be able 
correctly to estimate values. A comprehension of the 
little that we know, or can know. not only of all 
the universe or of our own earth. of Science, of 
literature, of history, philosophy, or of their various 
subdivisions, compared with all that is to be known 
is wseful for the cultivation of an appropriate hu- 
mility. This virtue is not thought to be overesti- 
mated by the youth of the present gay. But it is 
only in the spirit of true humility that there is any 
approach to the better things of life. : 

After all, education is the process by which each 
individual re-creates his own universe and deter- 
mines its dimensions. As civilization advances, tha 
need becomes not less, but more. The present in- 
dustrial methods, with all their dependence upon in- 
vention, with all their subordination to science, are 
yet narrowing. rather than broadening, in their 
effect upon the general mass of their employes. The 
requirement of efficiency has reduced much of mod- 


ern industrial life to a mere mechanical operation. - | 


Those engaged in it are no longer able to draw an 
inspiration for their work. 

Under more primitive conditions this was not the 
case. Those who were perhaps entirely untrained in 
the schools found ample opportunity for com plete 
personal expression in their daily employment. Such 
was especially the condition in the industries 
those days.

All of this is an indication of the direction in 
Which future. progress and development lie. In 
these outside activities and interests, those who are 
*hgaged in the industries have every opportunity 
for artistic expression. It is along these avenues 
that they can employ their latent talents and find 
& more satisfying existence. It is in the leadership 
of this social side of life that there is an especial 
opportunity and requirement for those of liberal ed- 
Ueation and culture. | 

It will readily be observed that all of these activ- 
ities, all of the service and leadership which they re- 
Quire, partake of the nature of a charity. That is al- 
Ways a hecessary requirement. The higher and bet- 
ter things of life, witheut which existence would be 
altogether vain and empty, can neither be bought nor 
sold. Unless they are done because they ought to be 
done, without any direct remuneration, they wiff not 
be done at all. In its nobler aspect, like eterna! Jife, 
civilization is a gift. We cannot say we have more 
merit or are more worthy than those born to the 
darkness of ignorance and barbarism. We did not 
*equire our position through our own individual ef- 
forts. We were born into it. It is the gift conferred 
by the sacrifices of past generations. It can only 
be maintained by the sacrifices of this generation. 

Yet it is not possible to receive its higher benefits 
Passively. It is only by active co-operation, it is 
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only by intense application, that the individual comes 
into the enjoyment and possession of the heritage 
of civilization. lt is in this sense that there must 
be a re-creation. The wonders of civilization do not 
exist for us unless we make them our own. All the 
science and art, all the mathematics and literature, 
all the discoveries of nature and the truths of philos- 
ophy are not for us, unless we appropriate them. We 
learn of each other through the contact of mind with 
mind. There has never been any system of educa- 
tion that did not require teachers, there has never 
been any system of religion that did not require 
clergymen, there has never been any system of gov- 
ernment that did not require magistrates and 
leaders. . 

It is on, this side of life that the liberally educated 
should apply themselves. They have been given the 
power to hold up the torch that lights the way. It 
has always been through their efforts that civiliza- 
tion was created. It will always be through their 
efforts that it will be maintained. 7 

This is in nowise a limitation of the American 
ideal: rather, it represents the chief application of 
it. This ideal does not diminish the recognition of 
the usefulness and necessity for learning and culture, 
but. from the earliest days, has been most careful 
to provide for it, to cherish it, and to admonish all 
those in authority to maintain it. This has been 
written into the fundamental laws of the land. It 
has been adopted in the provisions of our constitu- 
tions by the people and enacted into statutes 
by our legislatures. The American ideal _ re- 
quires that learning and culture should be extended 


to the cause of edurationg 
and of bealth, as im some degree a teacher and 4 
physician: he thinks he is only a shoveler of coa@ 
and a digger of ditches. They need to visualize, they 
need to see their duty. It is not ignorance, but a 
greater enlightenment, that reveals to us the true 
nobility of ‘all toil which contributes to the conduct 
of the necessary activities of the world. It is not 
in ignorance, but in enlightenment, that contentment 
will be found. It will only be through greater en- 
lightenment that the work’ of the world can be done. 

This era has come to be recognized as the scien- 
tific age. The world has come into the possession 
of more discoveries and inventions than ever before 
existed. They have combined to place in the hands 
of mankind a pdéwer they never had before. It is 
scarcely too much to say that the elements have at 
last been conquered. It was only the other day that 
aman flew from New York to San Francisco in 
about 24 hours. A reproduction of the human voice 
has been sent by radio from Schenectady to En- 
giand. There are in the world today more people 
with a scientific training, ranging all the way from 
a workman pursuing his trade at the bench, up to 
the genius of an Edison, than at any other period.

Yet when success in this direction is not secured/ 
or, being secured. it fails somehow to satisfy, there

PEAKING of fools and their money being 
soon parted, let us all have a look-in at 
the merry “grifter’’ and his no less merry 
(before taking) gulls. We now are in the 
midseason of the grifter’s glory. The grift- 
er, if you are asking. is the person who 
operates the take-a-chance or try-your-skill 
concessions at the street fairs or carnivals, the pic- 
nic or bathing resorts, the Coney Islands, big and 
little, throughout the country. 

That there is something scientific about the busi- 
ness of grifting is indicated by the appearance in 
the Scientific American for August of an article 
dealing with “Invention and the ‘Grifter,’ ” wherein 
Edward H. Smith describes how the foolish dimes 
and heedless dollars are gathered in at the summer 
amusement parks. His findings are applicable to St. 
Louis or anywhere else. He describes at the outset 
a trick known as a gimmick, or gouge, that being a 
generic term for many grifting games. 

A pair of gulls that got gimnficked dt Coney Is- 
land a Sunday or so ago looked happy until it was 
all over and the young man discovered that he 
had been playing a game. and letting his best girl 
play it, that didn’t seem to give the players a fair 
run for their money. But the youth,~as he walked 
tway fuming, probably had not the slightest suspi- 
cion that the innocent-looking outfit which he had 
tried to beat was a scientific invention designed 
specifically to catch and curry such poor, unthink- 
ing jackasses as himself. 

The young fellow was dressed flashily: he was 
even ahead of the fashions in some points. The girl 
he escorted was a sweet-looking little thing, with 
bobbed hair and ber own complexion. Her skirts 
were of regulation length, 1923 notion. She had a 
blue-eyed baby stare, and she told her “company” 
that she just-ioved dolls. They stepped up to a con- 
cession that looked different from anything they had 
seen. Suspended from the roof of a little kiosk 
was a bowling ball that swung on a chain. Back on 
a table which it would pass in its swing were two 
big tenpins. set close together.

It is diverting to follow the hoopla grift in its 
various ramifications. We find that some hoopla 
games belong to the order known as “flash and slum 
joints.” “Flash"”’ means the big, showy prizes 
offered. “Slum"’ signifies the worthless small wares. 

“Thus in the Japanese roll ball game to be seen 
along every boardwalk in the land, the big showy 
pieces of Satsuma, the expensive sets and large vases 
are the flash. The little match trays and ash re- 
ceivers are the slum. In this game as in all others, 
ho one wins the flash without paying from three to 
50 times its value. However, in these roll-ball games 
the big pieces can be won if one has patience and 
money enough to stick to it. 

“In the ‘flash and slum’ hoopla booths, on the 
other hand, the big. prizes are never won by any 
but the shillabers. Watches are much used in these 
places: and the cleverest grifters use fine American 
movements in solid gold or even platinum cases, 
watches worth up to $200. But on the rack with one 
or two of these fine timepieces are many cheap 
watches, brummagem stickpins and the like. This 
game is gimmicked in one of two ways. Either the 
base under the desirable watch is a little too large 
for any of the rings to encircle or there are only 
afew rings large enough to do the trick. In the 
former case nothing but the slum is won: in the lat- 
ter only a shillaber is allowed rings large enough to 
do the trick. ‘You pays yer money and you takes 
yer medicine.’ ” 

When the late Mr. A. Pope wrote that “a little 
learning is a dangerous thing,” he meant for the 
accent to be on the “‘little.”” In this study of the 
genial, gentle, gimmicking grifter one is almost de- 
lighted at discovering that ‘our old friend the village 
cut-up, the community smart Aleck, the know-it-all 
fellow, frequently gets generously gimmicked be- 
cause of the danger incident to the littleness of his 
learning. Again we quote: 

“There is always about all carnivals, parks and 
street fairs the kind of man known to the inner cir- 
cles as a half-wise boob, one who can be duped most 
easily because he has that little knowledge which is 
80 dangerous. For the humiliation of this kind of 
man, the grifter has various mechanisms containing 
& double gimmick. The ‘wisenheimer’ is acquaint- 
ed with the first but not with the second.” 

Mr. Smith tells us that he was standing in an 
amusement park at Chicago when a youth of the 
know-it-all type strolled up to a booth where a well- 
known grifter was operating a little trick pool 
fame. The fellow tried to interest the young man in 
that sport, but met with this swaggery retort: 

“Wotcha try'n ta do? Kid me’? I’m wise, Bo!” 

“All right, son,” said the grifter, who immedi- 
ately pulled out a knife of curious design. He opened 
the blade aad began carving a bit of wood. The 
‘mart Aleck’s eyes followed the knife. He made 
some smart comment. 

“Betcha a quarter you can’t close it,” snapped the 
srifter in an offended tone. 

“The devil I can’t!"" snapped back the smarty, his 

swelling with injured dignity. 

The bet was made, the knife handed over. The 
victim tried his best to close the blade. It would 
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not budge. Loudly laughed the grifter as he pock- 
eted the poor boob’s quarter. Then, in a fatherly 
way, he showed his new young friend the secret of 
that particular gimmick—a little catch, obvious 
enough, that kept the blade from closing.

stranger lost. The gimmick was shown him, and he, 
too, studied the thing carefully. Suddenly he said to 
the wise young man, using a rustic speech: 

“‘*‘aw. this is easy. I bet I kim close it an’ you 
cain’t open it.’ 

“The wise young man, of course, received such a 
proposition with derision. 

“*How much'll you bet?’ he demanded.

UT im Arizona, what may prove to be 

the greatest treasure hunt in all his- 

tory is under way. The name of 

Arizona is closely associated with sub- 

' terramean riches. The mining of both 

-. gold and silver was begun there by 

the Spaniards, whose first invaders 

marched up from Old Mexico in 1539, seeking yet 

more of the precious metals which they had wrung 

from the hapless-Aztecs. And Arizona has pro- 
duced vast quantities of copper. 

However, the present search is not for copper, 
nor for gold or silver, although they may be found 
incidentally. Mining experts hope to find some- 
thing which will be worth more even than high- 
grade ore—something of fabulous value. Scien- 
tists hope that new facts will be discovered about 
a subject which now is one of the mysteries. 

Nothing less than diamonds glitter enticingly in 
the dreams of the men who are furnishing the 
money for this Arizona enterprise—and not only 
diamonds, but other gems, imagined not so def- 
initely but marvelous and alluring, just the same. 

Some geologists are of opinion that, besides the f 
diamonds, other jewels‘will be discovered—black A 
gems and vellow and transparent ones, of prodigi- f 


ous size, “of purest ray serene” and incalculably 

valuable. The possibility has been hinted at that 
cems of a ravishing splendor, the offspring of 
events unique, and of a kind never seen before by 
man. may reward a successful search. . 

In a word, these treasure hunters are boring 
down through the arid soil and the stubborn rocks 
of Coconino County, Arizona. in search of the 
hugest of all known meteorites. 

The monstrous mass fell from the sky untold 
ages ago, dealing the earth’s surface a blow of such 
terrific and inconceivable violence as to make there 
a hole, or crater, more than 1900 feet deep and 
$000 feet across, surrounded by a “splash” of rocks 
and earth 160 feet higher than the surrounding 
plain’ 

Today, after the winds and rains of countless 
centuries have been at work filling up the crater, 
it still shows an average depth of 570 feet. As a 
result of studies on the spot, it is believed that orig- 
inally the crater’s lowest point was 1150 feet be- 
low the surface of the ground. ’ 

The meteorit& of course, is buried deep. One 
look at the accompanying photograph of Méteor 
Crater. Canyon Diablo. makes that fact evident. 
The picture also attests the buried mass’s colossal 
size among meteorites, and the head-long. savage 
force with which it crashed down, so long ago. 

Persons interested in the treasure hunt have es- 
timated that the meteorite must be at least 300 
feet in diameter, and that it weighs 1,006.000 tons. 
some of the experts, we are told, would quadruple 
these figures, assigning a diameter of 1200 feet 
and a weight of 4.000.000 tons. But the smaller 
estimates are amazing enough. 

Small wonder that this awful projectile from 
the outer spaces tore a hole four-fifths of a mile 
long and one-fifth $f a mile deep before it came 
to rest at the spot for which search now is being 
made. ' 

It was not the whole meteor, 
wrought the havoc, gouging out the crater and 
throwing up the great “splash” a¥ound it. For 
miles around Meteor Crater there are meteorite 
fragments, thought to have been thrown off by the 
main body of the gigantic mass as it fell. When 
ordinary meteorites strike the denser portion of 
earth’s atmosphere they generally explode and fall 
in a shower of fragments. This was an eftraordi- 
nary meteor, but doubtless underwent @ series of 
explosions and only its largest fragmeént scooped 
out the great crater. Specimens from the vicinity

From time immemorial the crater had been 
known to the Navajo Indians. who regarded the 
place as sacred. From father to son they -had 
handed down a dramatic legend about its origin.

the place until 1891, when an explorer familiar 
with the traces left by meteorites recognized the 
immense circular cavity as a meteoric crater—the 
greatest one known in the world. 

According to the Navajo legend, which is inter- 
esting for several reasoms, the crater was attrib- 
uted to three of their gods. These déities, seeking 
endless repose, r to earth from the stars on 
clouds of roaring blue flame, which spread farther 
than the eye could see, alighted amid thunder that 
shook the mountains, threw the rocks to the winds 
as dust and buried themselves in the plain. 

Strang@¥y enough, the ancient and vivid legend 
accords well with the phenomena which have been 
recorded of large meteorites. Multicolored stream- 
ers of fire. loud explosions, even thunder and 
lightning, have been described frequently im con- 
nection with the fall of “‘fire-balls” and meteorites. 

Can it be possible that ancestors of the Navajos, 
in the dim past, actually witnessed the fall of this 
huge meteorite? That, having viewed the awe- 
inspiring spectacle with the terror which it would 
have inspired in anyone’s heart and being ignorant 
of its real nature, they interpreted the marvel as 
a eoming of their gods and passed the story of it 
along to posterity? 

If men did see the fall of the greatest of all 
known meteorites, we may be sure that they fled 
in panic and did not return to the neighborhood 
where the terrible scene had occurred until many 
hours, or perhaps days, had elapsed. And when 
they saw that the very face of the earth had been 
changed, over nearly a square mile, how they must 
have marveled, even as men marvel at the dimen- 
sions of the crater today. 


Whether the meteor fell in the day time or at. 


night can only be conjectured. At night, or during 
the hours of twilight or early dawn, the spectacle 
must bave been magnificent. Meteorites do not 
fall vertically, as if dropped from a point straight 
above the place which they strike. Instead. they 
come at an angle, somewhat as though fired from 
a tremendous long-range gun. 

Thus tke spectacle is prolonged and rendered 
much more impressive. For example. the fireball 
which appeared at night over Yorkshire, England. 
in 1888, was observed as it fell from the height of 
78 miles to that of 47 miles. Its luminous train 
was 18 mi long. Those who described it after- 
wards the fireball flashed,,“like vivid light- 
ning.” and left behind it @ streak which lasted for 
three minutes. ~

The friction of the meteorite’s passage through the air generated an intense degree of heat. First the fly- 
ing mass began to glow, then the outermost and hottest portions were a mass of flame, leaving trails of 
sparks and fire behind them. Presently terrific explosions, louder than the sound of the loudest thunder, fol- 
lowed one after the other. Great masses thus dislodzed from the main body of the meteorite continued 
earthwards, illumining the pathway with their own radiance, then themselves burst with re-echoing roars 
into smaller massés which sped onwards, tracing gorgeous, fiery patterns of different hues in the air... . 
The climax of the dreadful drama was reached when the main body of the meteorite hurled itself upon 
the earth in a sweeping, sideways blow. 


At the same time, the smaller pieces were pat- 
tering down, over -an area of miles, but they 
would have seemed insignificant to amyone who 
witnessed the fall of the parent mass. Then, as 
the pieces lay in their new résting places, the 
larger ones giving off heat for hours before they 
cooled sufficiently to be touched, the debris in the 
bottom of the crater slowly settled. Loose rock 
and dirt ceased to trickle down the sides of the 
crater, and the pandemonium was succeeded by 
silence. 

Rocks to the extent of many hundreds of thou- 
sands of tons had been ground to dust by the im- 
pact of the meteorite. The powder can be seen 
now, in the crater and nearby. The Indians called 
it “sacred dust.”’ 

The “long-range’’ direction of the meteorite’s 
path explains why the searchers are not digging 
in the bottom of the crater, but aré sending down 
a drill at one side, where experts believe it now 
lies, at a greater depth than the original crater 
bottom. 

The first drill, when it had reached the 350-foot 
level, was “turned” by encountering some very 
hard substance, and rather than sink another drill- 
hole the treasure hunters drove a tunnel through 
at the same level*from the crater side to the drill 
hole, which is said to be a new feat in such opera- 
tions. , 

From fragments found in the vicinity, and which 
came from the big meteorite, it is estimated that 
the mass contains $90 to $1 per cent of pure iron 
of fine quality. 8 per cent of nickel and 1 ounce of 
platinum to each five tons, besides a small per- 
centage of iridium and microscopic diamonds. 

“ The presence of diamond in fragments of the 
Canyon Diablo meteorite is noteworthy, since it is 
a constituent but rarely found in such arrivals from 
the outer void. “The unprecedented size of the me- 
teorite may have had something to do with this 
and where there are small diamonds there may be

Also upon the unusual size of the meteorite, and 
ap assumption of its unusual origin or history, the 
backers are basing their hopes of finding other 
gems of great value, if they locate the meteorite. 
There is little evjdenmce to support the hope, in 
analyses of ordimary meteorites, which have 
falien elsewhere in the world. 

But this meteorite is in @ class by itself, and 


while science cannot be said to support the prob- 
ability of finding a fabulous treasure, neither does 
it deny the possibility. Some mineralogists, at any 
rate, believe the g@€ms are there, embedded in the 
buried meteorite. And 900,000 tons of pure iron 
of fine quality would be a nice enough morse) for 
most syndicates, even undecorated with diamonds 
and strange new gems. 

Aluminum, magnesium, nickel, phosphorus and 
Silicon are said to be fairly plentiful in their oc- 
currence in ordinary meteorites. Less frequently, 
and in smaller quantities, there occur antimony, 
arsenic, chlorine, chromium, cobalt, copper, man- 
ganese, strontium, tin, titanium apd vanadium. 
Traces also have been found of gold, gallium, 
helium, iridium, lead, platinum, rubidium and 
silver. In addition, 14 other constituents have 
been found in meteorites, but rmever among the 
minerais of the earth’s crust. 

Whether or not the financial backers of the en- 
terprise are rewarded, in case they find the giant 
meteorite, men in several different fields of science 
hope that it may bring nearer the solution of an 
old problem—namely, the origin of meteorites. It 
is only certain that they kave nothing to do with 
comets, whereas shooting-stars, or meteors, are re- 
garded as cometary debris. Fire-balis often ac- 
cOmpany a shower of shooting stars, and Mave a 
relatively slow motion. 

There have been various theoriés about meteo- 
rites. Among the sources suggested have been the 
moon, the planets, the planetoids, the sun, inter- 
stellar space and the earth itself. The latter idea 
assumes that earth, perhaps when it was younger 
and more vigorous, ejected them by volcanic ac- 
tion whi imparted a velocity sufficient to carry 
them beyond the earth’s attraction. Thereupon 
they began to circle the sun in regular orbits and 
sometimes encounter the earth at the point where 
their orbits and that of earth intersect. 

Says Mgr. Martin S. Brennan, priest-astronomer 
of St. Louis: ; 

“Minfralogists seem to regard their origin as 
voleanic; but where the volcanoes are located js the 
kerpel of the difficulty.” 

Perhaps that grim crater in Canyon Diablo will 
give the answer to a question which interests as- 
tronomers, mineralogists and geologists especially, 
while the general public also would like to know

The tendency, at the present 
time, is all in the direction of distribution of indus- 
trial income among the employes, rather than retain- 
ing it as an accumulation of capita! or distributing 
it to stockholders. Perhaps it is well to remember 
that some of the greatest fortunes in America have 
been voluntarily given away and dedicated to char- 
itable purposes. Our Mstitutions all seem ultimately 
to function in the direction of charity. in the direc- 
tion of civilization.

How Often Have You Been Gimmicked? 


“ *Darn it!’ said the grifter, when the 
other man had gone.
